m e rc u ry tum bling down IO degrees. 
N e v e r did a downpour of rain receive 
s u c h an enthusiastic reception as did 
t h is one. 
T he th u n d e r and lightning 
w e re heavy and m an y houses were 
stru ck , causing fires,, bu t so far as 
k n o w n p o person was killed or in­ 
jured. 
During the last of the d o w n ­ 
pour hail fell In quantities. 
T h e m orning opened with the tem 
p e r a t u r e a t 83 at 6 a. rn. 
In an bour 
it had gone to 8? and in a nother hour 
had climbed a point higher, jumping 
all the way to 93 by 9 o’clock.

h u m id ity a t 59 per ce n t aggravated 
conditions. 
T he m ercury registered 95 at IO 
o'clock, reached 98 in the hour be 
tw e e n 12 and I and stayed there until 
after 3 o ’clock, with scarcely 
any 
breeze. 
T he humidity, however, had 
fallen to 41 per cent.

W hile the official te m p e ra tu re up in 
the lofty tow er of the w eath er bureau 
rtunained at 98 the th e rm o m e te rs on 
th e street level ranged all the way 
from IOO to 108.

Philadelphia, July 3.—Philadelphia 
passed through a n o th e r period of to r­ 
t u r e and 52 persons lie dead as a re­ 
sult of the d a y ’s excessive heat and 
m o re than 300 others were prostrated. 
T h e previous official record of t e m ­ 
p e ra tu re of 102 degrees, was eclipsed

One of the Flereeet Struggles Ever 
Witnessed in College Aquatics—Co­ 
lumbia Crowds the Winner Very 
Closely for the Ft ret Piece—Record 
for 'Varsity Eights Broken—Other 
Events. 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., July 3.—The 
Inter collegiate boat races over the 
Hudson river course were decided ns 
follows: 
'Varsity eights, Cornell first, Colum­ 
bia second. Wisconsin third, George­ 
town fourth. Time, 18:63 1-5. The 
best previous record for 'varsity eights 
was 19.44 3-5. 
In the 'varsity four* Cornell wss 
first. Pennsylvania second, Columbia 
third. Time. 11 39 3 5. 
In the freshmen race Pennsylvania 
was first. Cornell second, Columbia 
third, 
Syracuse 
fourth. 
Time, 
10:20 1-8. 
The race of 'varsity eights was one 
of the fiercest struggles ever witnessed 
in college aquatics and had say one of 
the crews in the lead displayed any 
weakness the tall-eaders were ready 
to take their place an 1 make good 
time at that As it wss. although the 
race was one of the most severe ever 
rowed, there was not s sign of distress 
In any boat. 
The start was practically even, Cor­ 
nell having the only advantage. 
It was evident before 25 strokes had 
been rowed that the pa re cut out by 
Cornell, Wisconsin. Columbia and 
Georgetown wss too much for the 
light Syracuse crew and the crew 
from Pennsylvania, for they began to 
drop behind. The half mile showed 
no change between the first three 
boats, while Georgetown had dropped 
about a length behind them Coluro 
bfi wss leading at this point, At the 
mile Cornell, with pretty mwfng and 
with no apparent raising of her stroke, 
had taken the* lead a wav from Colum­ 
bia and had shout half a length ad­ 
vantage.

A number of Brainerd citizens, it has 
been stated, a few days afterwards 
took the two Indians out of jail and 
took them down to the spot where the 
young girl had last been seen and 
through fear the Indians led the crowd 
down the river some distance to a 
place where there had lieen a fire and 
a large number of the bones of the 
missing girl were found, her body 
having been cremated. 
They con­ 
fu se d to having caught her in the 
woods that day and took her to the 
scene of the crime after marching her 
through the woods and burned her 
body. 
The Indians were brought back to 
Brainerd and loc ked up in jail and a 
few days later, on July 2, 1872, they 
were publicly hanged in front of the 
Last Turn saloon, which w as in those 
days the most prominent saloon in 
the city. 
Shortly after that a telegram was 
received by the governor of the state 
signed by the sheriff of Crow Wing 
county stating that there was great 
danger from an Indian outbreak and 
the troops were brought to Brainerd 
but when they arrived there was not 
Indian within miles of the city 
everything was peaceful and 
quiet. 
The troops were called out while 
they were in the city, however, to 
.subdue, a drunken brawl at the old 
Svea hotel, between a lot of railroad 
men and some Swedes who were hav-; 
ing a dance. 
They took the propri* j 
etor of the botel aud beld him as pris- j 
oner of war over night, and that was ] 
all the troops were called upon to 
do.

In 
spite of this it is adm :ted th at jH*rlmps 
half of the Chinese population in the 
U nited States is here contrary to law. 
T h e plans and schem es which the 
Chinese work to avoid the term s of tin,* 
act and secure e n tra n ce to the country 
a re rem arkable. T he m ost recent m eth­ 
od of evasion is for tin* young China 
m an to claim that in* w as born in the 
U nited States, is Just returning from 
abro ad and w ishes to join ills father.

Mercury Reaches On* Hundred and 
Three Degrees in the Quaker City. 
Fifty-two Deaths There and Fifty in 
Pittsburg — Impossible to Keep a 
Record of the Prostrations in Latter 
Place. 


New York. July 3.—The heat, which 
has worked such havoc la this city 
mace last Sunday, was somewhat mit­ 
igated dartag the afternoon by a suc­ 
cession nf 
thunder 
storms, which 
cleared the atmosphere sad sent the 
mercury tumbling down If degrees. 
Never did a downpour of rain receive 
such an enthusiastic reception as did 
>ae. The thunder and lightning 
heavy and many bouses were 
struck, causing tres., but so far as 
known po person was killed or la* 
jured. During the last of the down­ 
pour hail fell la quantities. 
The morning opened with the te a 
pernture at S3 at € a. m. la aa hour 
it had gone to 87 and la another hour 
had climbed a point higher. Jumping 
all the way to 33 by 3 o'clock. The 
humidity at 33 per cent aggravated 
conditions 
* 
The mercury registered 35 at 10 
o'clock, reached 39 la the hour be 
tween 12 sad I and stayed there until 
after 3 o'clock, with scarcely 
any 
breese. 
The humidity, however, had 
fallen to II per cent. 
- The suffering caused by the heat 
was unprecedented. 
All the ambu­ 
lances ta the city aa well as the patrol 
wagons and other vehicles were kept 
busy answering calls. At the rate of 
about one a minute the calls came in 
over the police wires throughout the 
day. breaking all records of demands 
upon the ambulance service. 
While the official temperature up In 
the lofty tower of the weather bureau 
remained at 38 the thermometers oa 
the street level ranged all the way 
from 100 to 103. 
The terrible fatality of the heat was 
shown In the large 
percentage of 
deaths among those prostrated. Out 
of 375 caaes of prostration reported 
225 resulted fatally. 
Among the more prominent victims 
were Rev. Dr. Newland Maynard, the 
Episcopal clergyman and lecturer, and 
Jacob 8. Rogers, the former locomo­ 
tive builder.

Fifty-two Deaths and Two Hundred 
Prostrations at Philadelphia. 
Philadelphia* July 1.—-Philadelphia 
passed through another period of tor­ 
ture and 58 persons lie dead aa a re­ 
sult of the day's excessive heat and 
more than 300 others ware prostrated. 
The previous official record of tem­ 
perature of 102 degrees, was eclipsed 
when the government 
thermometer

PUUbiurg, July 3.—While the max­ 
imum temperature did not reach pre­ 
vious figure», the effects of the long 
continued torrid weather waa more 
disastrous than any day since the hot 
spell began 
Fifty deaths had been 
reported in Pittsburg. Allegheny and 
suburbs, with many prostrations. The 
prostrations have been so numerous 
that ft is hardly possible to keep trac» 
of them. Beginning with 8 o'clock a 
m. the thermometer registered 85 de­ 
grees and at no time during the day 
did It go below that point, innumer­ 
able children throughout the city are 
heat victims and the mortality among 
them Is unprecedented.

Plielpe Whltmarsh. governor of Ben- 
guet province, who ia In the city on of­ 
ficial tmstnenM, talks Interestingly of 
the Igorrot©* under bis Jurisdiction, 
writes the Manila corre*i>ondent of the 
New York Post under the date of May 
2H. 
These |n»cullar people were th© 
first In the Philippines to ask for a civ­ 
il government, and Hr. 
Wbitmarsh 
waa the first provincial governor ap­ 
pointed. 
Government In his province 
differs materially from that elsewhere 
In the archipelago, necessarily so l»e- 
eatm* of fin character of the Inhabit* 
anta. As explained by Mr. Wbitmarsh, 
the Igorrotes are In a [tostthin some­ 
what similar to that of the North Amer­ 
ican Indians, under an agent, but with 
a large measure of freedom In matters 
of local government. 
While the gov­ 
ernor fixes the law* of the province, 
each municipality elects Its officers and 
makes Its laws, excepting those relat­ 
ing to taxation, and this last rests 
lightly, being only one-half of I per 
cent on property, or SO cents (gold) 
yearly for those not possessing proper­ 
ty. 
“An Igorrote town Is the most Inde­ 
pendent Institution 
In the islands," 
Governor Wbitmarsh says. 
“It uses 
every cent of Its faxes for Its own bom 
eflt, nothing going Into the provincial 
government. 
All that the governor can 
do is to approve or suggest amend­ 
ments to laws* so that the Igorrotes ar© 
enjoying a good opportunity to practi­ 
cally learn how to govern themselves. 
I was astonished at the amount of ap­ 
titude and Intelligence the natives dis­ 
played In framing their laws.

It received, either from 
Its Celtic mixture or as a characteris­ 
tic of American soli, Its qualities of 
unrest, assertiveness and unexpected- 
nesa In action. The American bas bad 
the good luck liesldes to draw to him­ 
self from his two competitors a share 
of their own skill and of their own 
acquisitions through emigration from 
Germany and England.

Through this that country can exercise 
a very Important Influence on Europe’s 
rate of interest. 
After enum erating a variety of man­ 
ufacture!! wares w hich our country Is 
sending to different parts of the world 
Dr. von Peoa exclaims: 
“And with all this the United States 
lias not yet unbuckled one piece of the 
almost Impenetrable armor in which 
she Is incased w hile demanding open 
doors of others everywhere. Our op­ 
portunity comes with the commercial 
treaties. W hat should first be done in 
defense Is to follow the example In re­ 
gard to tariffs and trade treaties which 
the United States has set for us. At the 
European seashore (England Is inc!ml- I 
cd herein) a tariff should be established 
counter to t Lac of the Union, w hile Hie | 
Eero pean nations should arrange tar­ 
iffs touching each other which would 
not m aterially differ from those non­ 
existing. But only the restoration of 
the tripartite Imperial alliance would 
offer ail those guarantee* which are 
requisite In a m atter of such great im­ 
portance.

Chem ically Prepared ILirth. Treated 
by a Secret Truce***, I* Said ti* Pro­ 
duce a Ileal Superior to C oal—Prov­ 
en* and Cont of M nnofnrtnre—In­ 
vention of a C bemixt. 


Dr. H enry W. Morrow, a Wilmington 
(Del.) chemist, who has iii 
inventions In the m anufactur 
flher, recently gave a public exhibition 
of his new artificial fuel in Ids labora­ 
tory in Wilmington, and it was success­ 
ful In every particular. The correspond­ 
ent of the riilladelpbift Press saw the 
fuel molded into small bricks and plac­ 
ed in an ordinary cook stove, where 
within a few minutes there was a fire 
at white heat. 
The fuel is made of ordinary earth, 
treated with a chemical process. 
Dr. 
SA>rrow used bricks made In a hand 
mold. but estimates that their cost on a 
large scale will be at $3.50 a ton. with a 
good profit. 
The fuel for ordinary domestic pur­ 
poses, he says, w ill burn from four to 
five hours longer than coal, and under 
forced draft, such as on steamships, lo­ 
comotives and in Industrial establish­ 
ments, It will burn from two to three 
hours longer than coal. 
Any kind of earth except sand 
do. Some of the bricks burned the oth­ 
er day wen? made of earth taken from 
the yard of Dr. Morrow’s home at Wil­ 
mington, some from along the bank of 
the Christiana river and from other 
places about the city. 
The bricks for domestic use weigh 
alKJUt three ounces, of which 3 per cent 
is cool tar, !k* per cent clay or earth, 
the remainder sawdust. The coal tar is 
introduced so th at the bricks may lie 
outside of a building like ordinary coal 
and cannot be damaged by w ater or 
weather. 
Dr. Morrow showed some 
bricks th a t had been in a basin of wa­ 
ter for tw o days. and they were as solid 
as when molded. 
The saw dust is used so that it will 
burn out in a few m i n u t e s abd make 
the brick porous and admit the Ic at, 
but the dust is not a necessary Ingre­ 
dient, as some bricks were burned 
which did not contain sawdust. Coal

Phelps Whltmamh, governor of Ben- 
guet province, who Is In the city on of­ 
ficial business, talks interestingly of 
the Igorrotes under his jurisdiction, 
writes the Manila correspondent of the 
New York Post under the date of May 
28. 
These peculiar people were the 
first In the Philippines to ask for a civ­ 
il government, and Hr. W hltm am h 
wa# the first provincial governor ap­ 
pointed. 
Government In his province 
differs materially from that elsewhere 
In the archipelago, necessarily so be­ 
cause of the character of the Inhabit­ 
ants. As explained by Mr. Whltmamh, 
the Igorrotes are in a i>ositlon some­ 
what similar to that of the North Amer­ 
ican Indians, under an agent, but with 
a large measure of freedom In matters 
of local government. 
While the gov­ 
ernor fixes the laws of the province, 
each municipality elects Its officers and 
makes its laws, excepting those relat­ 
ing to taxation, and this last rests 
lightly, tieing only one-half of I per 
cent on property, or GO cents (gold) 
yearly for those not possessing proper­ 
ty- 
"An Igorrote town is the most inde­ 
pendent Institution In tile Islands,” j 
Governor W httm arsh says. 
"It uses ! 
every cent of its taxes for Its own ben­ 
efit, nothing going into the provincial 
government. 
All that the governor can * 
do is to approve or suggest am end­ 
ments to laws* so that the Igorrotes are 
enjoying a good opportunity to practl- j 
rally learn how to govern themselves. 
I was astonished at the am ount of ap- j 
tltude and Intelligence the natives dis- ' 
played In framing their laws. 
I have 
allowed them to follow pretty much 
their own ideas and often have ap­ 
proved minor legislation which I knew 
would be unsatisfactory In order that 
they might learn its Ineffectuality and 
improve themselves In self govern­ 
ment." 
individually the Igorrote is self de- ; 
pendent. 
"H e can supply his needs J 
and those of Ids family with little ef­ 
fort. 
Money Is no Inducement to him. 
He doesn t w ant to wfork, doesn’t want 
to change his dress anti doesn’t w ant 
to become a Christian.

no need of the ald of the outside world. 
Th© question Is how' can we Induce him 
to accept civilization. 
The Igorrote 
would be happier and better off w ith­ 
out civilization, but this Is necessary 
for his preservation, or tile Juggernaut 
of the world will crush him out of ex­ 
istence.”

In the Excitement Troops Were 


Sent to'Brainerd by 


the Governor. 


SOne of th* mo«t M osatioe»! .vent» 
to the history of Crow Wing county, 
and one which ha* been recalled time 
and again, but which always will 
aland repetition, occurred in Brainerd 
just twenty-nine years ago yester­ 
day—Sunday, Ju ly 2,1872—when two 
Indians were taken from the county 
jail and hung to a large pine tree in 
front of the Last Turn saloon. 
In the last of May or first of June in 


thaty ear a Miss McArthur, whose peo- 
pleresided w ithin a few rods of thepres- 
ent location of the railroad depot at 
Crow Wing, left home and started to 
walk to Crow Wing village which was 
a short distance away. She never 
reached Crow Wing and did not re­ 
turn to her home. 
Her absence creat­ 
ed great excitement ami the won! was 
sent to Brainerd. A posse from Brain- 
(M scoured the country round about 
Crow Wing. 


Through a statement made by two 


Indian squaws at Crow Wing sus­ 
picion rested at once on two bucks 
who were afterward arrested and 
brought to Brainerd and locked up. 
A number of Brainerd citizens, it has 
been stated, a few days afterwards 
took the two Indians out of jail and 
took them down to the spot where the 
young girl had last been seen and 
through fear the Indians led the crowd 
down the river some distance to a 
place where there had been a fire and 
a large number of the bones of the 
missing girl were found, her body 
having been cremated. 
They con-

»sed to having caught her in the 
oods that day and took her to the 


scene of the crime after marching her 
through the woods and burned her 
body. 
The Indians were brought back to 


Brainerd and locked up in jail and a 
few days later, on Ju ly 2, 1872, they 
were publicly hanged in front of the 
Last Turn saloon, which was in those 
days the most prominent saloon in 
the city. 
Shortly after that a telegram was 


received by the governor of the state 
signed by the sheriff of Crow Wing 
couDty stating that there was great 
danger from, an Indian outbreak and 
the troops were brought to Brainerd 
but when they arrived there was not 
« 


Indian within miles of the city 
d everything was peaceful 


quiet. 
The troops were called out while 


they were in the city, however, to 
subdue, a drunken brawl at the old 
Svea hotel; between a lot of railroad 
men and some Swedes who were hav­ 
ing a dance. 
They took the propri 


etor of tl>e hotel and held him as pris­ 
oner of war over night, and that was 
all the troops were called upon to 
do.

Phelps Whttnsarsh, governor of Beo- 
guet province, who la la tho dty on of- 
^ la l business, talks Interestingly of 
the Igorrotes under hie Jurisdiction, 
write* the Manila correspondent of the 
New Tork Poet under tbe date of May 
2n. 
These peculiar people were the 
first la tka Philippines to ask for a civ­ 
il government, and Mr. Whltmarsh 
was tka flrat provincial governor ap­ 
pointed. 
Government In his province 
differs materially from that elsewhere 
In tba archipelago, necessarily so be­ 
cause of fhe character of the Inhabit­ 
ants. As explained by Mr. Wbltmarsh, 
the Igorrotes are in a position some­ 
what similar to that of tbe North Amer­ 
ican Indians, under so agent, but with 
a large measure of freedom In matters 
of local government. 
While the gov­ 
ernor fixes the laws of the province, 
each municipality electo its officers and 
makes Its laws, excepting those relat­ 
ing to taxation, and this last rests 
lightly, being only one-half of 1 per 
cant on property, or 80 cents (gold) 
yearly for those not possessing proper­ 
ty. 
*‘An Igorrote town la tbe moat Inde­ 
pendent Institution In tbe islands,** 
Governor Whltmarsh saya 
“It uses 
every cent of Its taxes for Its own ben­ 
efit, nothing going Into the provincial 
government AU that the governor can 
do Is to approve or suggest amend­ 
ments to taw* so that the Igorrotes are 
enjoying a good opportunity to practi­ 
cally iearn. how to govern themselves. 
I was astonished at the amount of ap­ 
titude and Intelligence tbe natives dis­ 
played In framing tbelr laws. 1 hare 
allowed them to follow pretty much 
their own (dens and often have ap­ 
proved minor legistatíou which I knew 
would be tin satisfactory In order that 
they might learn (to Ineffectuality and 
Improve themselves In self govern 
ment** 
Individually the Igorrote Is self de­ 
pendent 
“He can supply his needs 
and those of hts family with little ef­ 
fort. Money la no Inducement to him. 
He doesn’t want to work, doesn’t want 
to change his dress and doesn't want 
to become a Christian. In fact, be has 
no need of the aid of the outside worI*L 
The question la how can we induce him 
to accept civilisation. 
The Igorrote 
would be happier and better off with­ 
out civilisation, but thla la necessary 
for bis preservation, or the Juggernaut 
of the woik) will crush him out of ex­ 
istence.** 
These Igorrotes are antagonistic to 
the Tagalog* and also to Christians. 
They are thorough pagans, but are 
moral and honest, although they will 
lie. 
Childish to many respects, they 
can fight on occasion, and Governor 
Whltmarsh tells of a force of 75 of 
them which he organised and which, 
armed with bolos and all guns, scout­ 
ed through the territory of the preda­ 
tory and bead hunting Rusula. north­ 
east of tba province, broke up tbelr 
gangs and capturad tbelr leaden. They 
do not fight the Americans, however, 
and 54 soldiers easily keep order In tbe 
province. 
The quartermaster's department Is to 
build about SO bouses for the use of tbe 
d ril employees of the government. 
They will be built on tbe exposition 
grounds, and the barracks tbere. soon 
to be vacated by tbe soldiers, will be 
converted Into dwellings. Tbe object 
Is to relieve tbe employees of the ex­ 
cessive coat of living, which la higher 
here than In the United States. 
Ac­ 
commodation at the Inferior hotels 
costa 135 (gold) per mouth,, but In tbe 
bouses to be built by tbe government It 
la I bought that satisfactory quarters 
and hoard can be furnished for $3t> a 
mouth. Each house will protwbty ac­ 
commodate five or six persoua. They 
will be built of Filipino woods and 
adapted to the climate. The barracks 
will tw> divided luto apartments suited 
to families, bachelors and mess halls. 
It Is Intended also to establish stores 
similar to army commissary stores for 
the tiencfit of civilian employees, where 
goods can be bought at about 10 per 
cent above their coat to the govern­ 
ment. 
The papers here printed In English 
are protesting against tbe continuance 
for soma years of Spanish is the offi­ 
cial language of the courts. They as- 
serf that comparatively few of the peo­ 
ple, especially outside of Manila, speak 
Spanish and that the requirement of 
English as the official language would 
work no special 'hardship. 
They ap­ 
pear to overlook the fact however, that 
Ike laws are all In Spanish. 
'This language question to lit another 
way the causa of much discontent 
among tka Filipinos who aspire to posi­ 
tions, clerical and otherwise, under the 
American administration. They assert

Consul Mahln of Retcbenberg. Aus­ 
tria, has sent tka state department at 
Washington aa article recently con­ 
tributed te tka Munich AUgemelne Zel- 
tung by Dr. Alexander von Tees under 
tba title "The Struggle For Industrial 
Supremacy .** 
“Not China and not tn tbe Transvaal 
war,* Dr. von Fee* declares, “but the 
race between tbe gnat Industrial coun­ 
tries—England. Germany and tbe Unit­ 
ed Stats»—forma to coolly calculating 
politicians the foremost, weightiest and 
moat enduring Interest of tbe future. 
Slowly baa England grown commer­ 
cially, mora rapidly has Germany risen 
after gaining political unity and estab­ 
lishing the protective system, but like a 
storm Is the forward movement of the 
United SUte».** 
After rev tewing the progresa of Eng­ 
land and Germany In commerce and 
manufactures Dr. von Fees paaaea to 
tba United States, “rising In tbe new 
world with sinister rapidity,w Ha says: 
“Its nationality has Its roots In Ger­ 
manic traits. It received, either from 
Its Celtic mixture or as a characteris­ 
tic of American soil. Its qualities of 
unrest, assertiveness and unexpected- 
ness In action. The American has had 
the good luck besides to draw to him­ 
self from his two competitors a share 
of their own skill and of their own 
acquisitions through emigration from 
Oermany and England. From the com­ 
bination of all these qualities lias re­ 
sulted tbe undoubted superiority of a 
mighty land, stretching from ocean to 
ocean, full of coal and iron sod treas­ 
ures of the soil, inhahlfed by a trained, 
numerous and daring people, spiritual­ 
ly and morally undistracted and ar­ 
dently devoted to their various pur­ 
suits. 
“The three competing countries now 
suffer from: obstacles which hinder 
their free movement. 
Germany has 
China. England tbe Transvaal and 
America the Philippines. 
From ap­ 
pearances the United States will be the 
first to throw off Its burden. After that 
couatry shall be free frota the Philip­ 
pine war Ita Industrial advance' upon 
Europe will be fully manifested.** 
Dr. von Fees then considera the vari­ 
ous commercial treaties and tariff sys­ 
tems of the European countries, spe­ 
cially noting tlielr defects, and con­ 
cludes that upon tbe termination of ex­ 
isting 'Coin inercia I treaties: the' relations 
of European nations to the United 
States should be carefully studied, with 
a view to reciprocity In tariff duties 
and other International dealings. The 
United States displays a consciousness 
of victory, he avers. 
It designs to 
bring agriculture as well as manufac­ 
turing to the highest possible state of 
development. In marked contrast with 
Germany and Great Britain, which are 
both great markets for the farm prod­ 
ucto of other landA the United States 
shuts out any possibility of that na­ 
ture. 
Commercial treaties with that 
country have therefore In this regard 
no value. 
What America can accom­ 
plish on agricultural tinea has been 
sufficiently shown since IhSO. The pres­ 
ent shattered condition of European 
agriculture Is mainly her work. Now 
she contemplates war with other Eu­ 
ropean Industries, having already sent 
out tn advance guard of coal Iron, 
steel and machlenery. 
Equally strong In manufacturing and 
agriculture and pusbirg her exports 
with great energy, the United States to 
now absorbing Europe's money. The 
cash balance In tier favor In tbe tost 
three years amounted to ILODOjaiO.OOO. 
Through this that country can exercise 1 
a very Important influence on Europe’s 
rate of Interest. 
After enumerating a variety of man­ 
ufactured wares which our country ts 
sending to different parts of the world 
Dr. van Fees exclaims: 
“And with all this the United' States 
has not yet unbuckled one piece of the I 
alm'Hit Impenetrable armor In which | 
she Is focused while demanding open . 
doors of others everywhere. Our op­ 
portunity comes with tbe commercial 
treaties. What should first be done In 
defense to: to follow the example In re­ 
gard to tariffs and trade treaties which 
the United States hat set for os. At the 
Rurapeaa seashore (England to Includ­ 
ed herein) a tariff should be established 
counter to that of the Union, while the 
Esropean nations should arrange tar­ 
iffs touching each other which would 
not materially differ from those now 
existing. But only the restoration of 
the tripartite Imperial alliance would 
offer all those guarantees which are 
requisita In a matter of such great Im­ 
portance. It la probable that the yet 
powerful but much threatened Great 
Britain would aot remain far from 
such a union. 
“What will the United States do! 
That Is her affair. We only follow her 
example. Perhaps she will propoet an 
undemanding. But what mys Ranke 7 
I t to not in the natura of pradomiaaat 
forcea to restrict themaalvea; bounda­ 
ries must ho setshHilwd for theco.* A

Successful Test of an Artificial 
Fuel In Wilmington. 


ESTIMATED COST AT S2.50 A T0H.

Dr. Henry W. Morrow, a Wilmington 
(Del.I cliemittt. who hat* made valuable 
Inventions in the manufacture of woffil 
fiber, recently gave a public exhibition 
of hts new artificial fuel In his labora­ 
tory in Wilmington, and it was success­ 
ful In every particular. The corresjioiid* 
ent of the Philadelphia P r r a saw the 
fuel molded Into small brick» and plac­ 
ed In an ordinary tx*»k stove, where 
within a few minute* there was a fire 
at white beat. 
The fuel Is made of ordinary earth, 
treated with a chemical procesa. Dr. 
Ifpmnv used brick* made In a hand 
mold, but estimates that their co»t ou a 
large scale will be at 81L50 a ton, with a 
good profit. 
The fuel for ordinary domestic pur­ 
poses, he say*, will burn from four to 
fire hours longer than coal, and under 
forced draft, such as on steamships, lo­ 
comotives and In Industrial establish­ 
ments, It will burn from two to three 
hours longer than coal. 
Any kind of earth except sand ■<#} 
do. Some of the bricks burned tbe oth­ 
er day were made of earth taken from 
the ysrd of Dr. Morrow’s home at Wil­ 
mington. some from slong the bank of 
the Christiana river and from other 
place*» about tbe city. 
The bricks for domestic use weigh 
about three ounces, of which 3 per cent 
Is coal tar, PM per cent clay or earth, 
the remainder sawdust. The "coal tar Is 
Introduced so that tbe bricks may lie 
outside of a building like ordinary coal 
and cannot lie damaged by water or 
weather. 
Dr. Morrow allowed some 
bricks that bad been In a basin of wa­ 
ter for two days, and they were as solid 
as when molded. 
The sawdust to used so that It will 
burn out In n few minutes arid make 
the brick porous and admit the beat 
but the dust to not a necessary Ingre­ 
dient as some bricks were burned 
which did not conisto sawdust. Coal 
slack can also he used, and Dr. Morrow 
burned some brick* which contained 
about 1 percent of that material. 
The ^sufactarivl, 'fuel while bsinjEj 
throws off no gas or odor, but bams 
with a bright f«lúe flame af Intense 
heat It bums up completely, there be­ 
ing no «tinkers, everything In the com­ 
position crumbling Into flue dust aft-r 
passing through the fine. The fuel also 
data* Itself, the outside peeling off1 and' 
faltipg lato dust as fast as consumed. 
Dr, Mom*w says that the fuel can be 
used without the least damage to the 
tabes of bollera or crown sheets.
